Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants explained the invention and the drawbacks of prior 
inventions the instant invention tries to solve. Applicants also stated that Kenny ('529) does not do hollowing but rather 
slices across the grain of the wall of the workpiece with a saw type tool, therefore there is no significant downward 
movement on Kenny's tool. It was also stated that Kenny does not teach a tool rest. Applicant's also pointed out that 
Kelly does not have the capability to selectively permit and prevent the rotation of the boring member as claimed in 
claim 1. Regarding both claims 1 and 12, Applicants stated that unlike the prior art, the instant invention prevents 
downward forces from being applied to the tool when the hollowing tool is inserted deep into the workpiece. Examiners 
stated that the rejection of claims 1 and 12 will be withdrawn, however the non patent literature has to be looked at 
closely after the artifact folder is located within the Patent office. Mr. Clark also discussed the prior art of the IDS and 
how the instant invention distinguishes over the prior art. 
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
